STATEMENT OF THE SUBSTANCE OF THE INTERVIEW 

Applicants' representative conducted a telephone interview with Examiner Christina 
Gettman on June 26, 2007. During the interview the Office Action and the Liu references were 
discussed. Applicants' representative noted that Liu does not teach a core/shell structure where 
the core has a lower Young's Modulus than the shell. Applicants' representative also noted that, 
although similar polymers are described in laundry lists in Liu, there is no teaching or suggestion 
that they be assembled together as required by the claims of the present application.
